as gold 'and iuterchangable with it. 
We would have our staudard the voice 
of truth and uot erorr, of good faith 
and not of repudiation, of industry and 
not of speculation. 
We would estab- 


lish bimetallism by the use of plenty 
of silver and each dollar as good as 
gold.—Irouton Register. 


This all sounds nice, but to any in- 


telligent man it is silly or knavish. 
Mr. Wilson has most of his wealth in 
gold, or its equivalent. Ho made it 
when human effort was applied freely 
to the production of both gold and sil- 
ver, and when the United States gov- 
ernment coined both metals free in the 
ratio of 10 to 1. 
When silver 
was 


stricken down, every other form of 
wealth suffered from the severe stroke. 
Mr. Wilson today is enabled to pur- 
chase twice as much labor, twice as 
much of the product of labor, or twice 
as much of the accumulated wealth 
other than gold or its equivalent, of his 
fellow man with his dollar in gold, or 
its equivalent, and when you confront 
him with this fact, he will try to ex- 
plain that this cheapening of land, of 
homes, of labor, of manufactured pro- 
ducts, of farm porducts is but the re- 
sult of invention, discovery, skill of 
workmen and civilization 


Under the same cicrusmtances, in- 


vention, discovery and the skill of 
workmen have cheapened the produc 
tion of gold and silver, and had not 
governments stepped in and remonet- 
ized silver, thus destroying that uni- 
versal law that applies to the produc- 
tion of all forms of wealth, the relative 
price of all forms of wealth would 
have remained the same, and all would 
have shared iu the blessings of civiliza- 
tion and enjoyed the fruits of iuven- 
iton, of discovery and the skill of our 
labor. 
Would it not have been a 


grander patriotism to have preserved 
for us all,the achievements of the past. 
Gold is one form of wealth. 
It is your 


form of wealth, a farm and its pro- 
ducts, or a factory and its products are 
my wealth. 
There are millions of 


dollars worth of woolens in stock and 
millions of dollars worth of wheat and 
corn in granaries. 
What would you 


think, if a law were passed to stop the 
productions of either because it might 
cheapcnjthe stock on hand. Why should 
your wealth in gold or its equivalent 
be protected by law because of the fear 
its relative value to other forms of 
wealth might be changed. 
Come out 


and tell what you know to be fi fact, 
for you are reasonably intelligent. You 
know that if the free coinage of silver 
and gold had not been interfered with, 
prices would have boon maintained, 
and that human effort would have 
changed from the production of gold 
and silver to the production of wheat 
and potatoes, just as each proved most 
profitable, 
and that "under such cir- 


cumstances, all would have received 
justice.

Kiuley forces aro going to harmonize 
tho conflicting statements that are be- 
ing sent out in their goldbug plate,and 
those made by the county editor, who 
is howling protection against foreign 
pauper labor. 
The plato says the Eng- 


lish and German laborers have all tha 
necessaries, and many of tho luxuries 
of life, while silver countries haven't 
even tho necessaries. Will some astute 
goldbug editor please explain? 


How is it possible for prices to riso 


without relatively effecting all tilings? 
There is never a purchaser without a 
seller. When the laborer buys H bushel 
of potatoes, the fanner .soils i\ bushel 
of potatoes, and when a fanner buys t\ 
plow, or n pair of shoos, a manufac- 
turer sells a plow or pair of shoes. 
Tho farmer will got hgher prices and 
can employ labor at higher prices, the 
manufacturer gets higher prices and 
can employ labor at higher prices. It 
is a fixed and aocoptod principle of po- 
litical economy that tho principal, and 
some say,practically, the sole elomcnl 
in production is labor. 
This being 


true, there can bo no increase in prices 
without increased wagos.

trate: John Jones is a shoemaker, ant 
Bill Smith is a gardnor. 
John Jonon 


makes .bill Smith shoos, and Bill Sniitl 
furnishes John Jones with fruit. 
Bil 


does his own work and John dues hi» 
own work, hence their wages depone 
on the price of their product. 
Now, 


according to the argument of the goli 
bug, Bill will have to pay t\vi> silver 
dollars for what ho could got- fi>r on 
gold dollar, and John Jones will iiav 
to pay two silver dollars for what h 
could now purchase for one gold dol- 
lar.

This argument for and tears 
being shed on the part of the golulmg 
for labor is the sheerest of humbugs.

rlhe national .salute was tired 


at half-past five, and the citizens of 
Cleveland, as well us the -10,000 stran- 
gers within the gates, gave .up all 
thought of slumber and turned out to 
celebrate. 


The speech-making- program 
was 


elaborate. The exercises took place in 
the great amory where the recent 
Methodist conference was held. May- 
or MelCisson delivered an address of 
welcome. Then there were some re- 
marks by James 11. Iloyt, who is 
called tbe Depew of the west. Sena- 
tor Joseph R. Hawlcy was then intro- 
duced, 
lie delivered the oration of the 


day. 
The address was rich in his- 


torical data :md tbe orator gave a 
clear, comprehensive sketch of tho rise 
of the wes'.ern reserve and its relations 
and those of its people with the gov- 
ernments and people of Connecticut 
and other New England states. Me 
noted tbe fact, that one hundred years 
ago Wednesday Cleveland commenced 
its career with a population of four 
persons, and described its rise and that 
of the country in a graphic man- 
ner.

Tho an- 
nouncement of this handsome gift was 
enthusiastically cheered.
